Convocation  held  for  presentation

Arthur  R-  Ashe  Jr,  former  mterna- 

uonal  tennis  star  andsirongadvocaiorof 
A.I.D5.education.becamcamcmbcrof 

ibe  Loyola  community  after  he  received 
an  honorary  degree  of  the  Doctorate  of 
Humane  Letters. 

The  degree  was  presented  to  Ashe 
by  Barbara  Mallonee.  associate  profes- 
sor and  chair  of  the  department  of  wm- 

mgandmcdta.duringaspccial  convoca- 
tion held  on  Thursday.  November  12. 
"Rir  Arthur  Ashe,  tennis  has  been  both 
the  means  for  his  success  and  its  mea- 
sure." said  Mulloncc. 

According  to  Dr.  Thomas  Schcyc. 
provost  and  vice  president  of  Academic 
Affairs,  this  convocation  allowed  "stu- 
dents not  only  to  hear  Mr.  Ashe  but  to 
hotter  him.  not  only  for  what  he  has  to 
say.  but  for  the  life  he  leads  and  the 
values  he  embodies."  "The  point  of  the 
convocation."  said  Scheyc.  "is  lo  honor 
a man  who  lived  a life  honorable. 

•'  By  acccptmgour  honorary  degree. 
Arthur  Ashe  has  become  a member  of 
oui  Loyola  community  and  all  of  us  arc 
ennehed  by  his  presence."  said  College 
President  Reverend  Joseph  A.  Scllingcr. 

Introducing  Ashe  as  an  "outstand- 
ing American."  James  K.  McManus 
(McKay),  a 1943  Loyola  graduate  and 
currently  asports  commentator  for  ABC 
leJevunn.  dewenbod  Ashe  as  a person 
■w<iuw.vi.ihiigot  where  hccamc  from-'* 
Ashe  spoke  about  his  cWldhood  experi- 
ences in  segregated  Virginia  as  well  as 
the  challenges  that  ACncan-Amcricans 
faced  in  the  South  in  his  convocation 
address.  Life's  Challenges.  "Although  I 
did  not  rcali/c  it  at  the  time."said  Ashe. 
May  17.  1954  was  to  become  a “vivid 
memory."  On  this  date  the  Supreme 
Court  outlawed  all  segregated  schools 
acrt»s  the  nation  iniiscasc  Atokti  vs.  ihe 


Board  of  E4iucaiion.  Tofxka  Kansas. 

After  desegregation,  blacks  had  to 
iry  twice  as  hard  as  whiles  “to  prove  that 

they  were  a.s  good  as  somebody  else, 
explained  Ashe.  Sometimes  Afncan- 
Americans,  according  to  Ashe,  were  dis- 
couraged with  the  negative  attitude  pre- 
sented by  white  people.  Blacks  often 
displayed  the  aiiiludc  that  “if  racism  and 
discrimination  was  so  bad.  so  pervasive, 
such  an  obsioclc...ihcn  why  the  hell  iiv" 
to  accomplish  a successful  life,  accord- 
ing to  Ashe. 

Ashe  explained  that  Afncan-Amcri- 
cans  do  not  expect  a “head  start.”  He 
finds  affirmative  action  not  only  intrigu- 
ing. but  disturbing  and  insulting  as  well. 
He  said  of  his  race  "let  us  know  whoi  is 
to  be  expected,  judge  us  fairly,  and  then 
get  out  of  the  way." 

Tbday,  Afncan-Amcncans  must 
conquer  new  challenges.  These  difficul- 
ties involve  the  combination  of  an  aca- 

dcmiccducationwithcompciiiivc  sports. 

Bor  years,  according  to  Ashe,  American 
univcRitics  and  colleges  have  entwined 
sportswiihcducaiion.  “America,  I think, 
well  I use  to  think  but  now  1 know,  is 
quite  unique  in  that  the  growth  of  our 
university  systems  parallels  a national 
love  forsporis  competition."  This  com- 
bination, which  began  after  ihcCivil  War. 
isharmful  to  African-Aracncans  because 
they  are  accepted  into  colleges  for  their 
athletic  abilities  and  not  necessarily  for 
their  academic  talents. 

The  NCAA  colleges,  said  Ashe, 
“love  us  as  athletes,  but  only  loleraic  us 
as  scholais."  According  to  Ashe,  the 
NCAA  “desires  our  services  as  athletes 
so  much  that  now  oncoui  of  seven  black 
males  IS  an  athlete."  This  ratio  is  com- 
pared to  a ratio  of  white  males  in  which 
one  out  of  43  arc  athletes.  However, 
stated  Ashe,  Loyola  is  an  exception  be- 
cause n demands  academic  excellence 
from  it  athletes  at  the  same  time  that  it 
encourages  sports.

a 1987  attempt  to  ensure  the  academic 
achievement  of  athletes,  stated  that  to  be 
eligible  for  vaisiiy  athletics  in  Division  I 
NCAA  universities  and  colleges,  all  par- 
ticipants must  have  at  least  a GPA  of  2.0 
and  a minimum  of  700  on  the  SAT’s.

Eating  disorders  as  "problem  solving"  behavior

Eating  disorders  are  viewed  as 
"problem-solving"  behavior,  said  Dr. 
David  Roth,  associate  professor  of 
psychology  at  The  Johns  Hopkins 
University. 

According  lo  Roth,  lo  help  a person 
who  has  an  eating  disorder,  “you  must 
first  figure  out  other  ways  to  solve"  the 
initial  problcmhiddcnbeneath  the  eating 
disorder.  These  disorders,  according  to 
a brochure  published  by  the  Ealing 
Disorders  Program  at  Sheppard  Pratt 
Hospital,  arise  from  a combination  of 
longstanding  emotional,  psychologicai, 
and  social  conditions.  Poorsetf-image, 
depression,  anxiety,  loneliness,  and 
certain  family  and  personal  relationships 
may  contribute  to  the  devclopmentof  an 
eating  disorder.  Anorexia  and  bulimia 
may  be  precipitated  by  the  stresses 
associated  with  adult  life.

“Eating  is  a way  of  managing 
emotions,"  said  Roth. 

Roth  said  that  “one  percent  of  all 
women  in  their  13-20's  will  become 
anorexic  and  four  to  seven  percent  of 
youngwomenwiti  become  bulimic."  He 
added  that  "20  percent  of  all  anorexics 
will  die." 

Anorexia  nervosa  is  characterized 
by  self-siarvalion  and  excessive  weight 
loss.  There  arc  five  main  symptoms: 
lo&sof  at  least  IS  percent  ofbody  weight; 
intense  fear  of  weight  gain;  distorted 
body  image  (feeling  fat  even  when  too 
thin);  in  females,  loss  of  three  consecutive 
menstrual  periods;  and  an  insistence  on 
keeping  weight  below  a healthy 
minimum. 

Bulimia  nervosa  is  asecreiive  cycle 
ofbinging(caiinglargeamounisoffood) 
and  purging  (vomiting,  using  laxatives 


or  diuretics).  There  arc  five  main 
symptoms:  repeated  (usually  secretive) 
cpisodcsofbinging  and  vomiiing;  feeling 
out  of  control  during  a binge;  purging 
after  a binge  (vomiting,  using  laxatives 
or  diuretics,  exercising  excessively); 
frequent  dieting;  and  extreme  concern 
with  body  weight  and  shape.  “The 
amouni  of  shame  that  they  feel  after  a 
binge”  is  also  anothcrmaincharacierisiic 
of  bulimics,  added  Roth. 

“Ealing  disorders  can  be  switched 
around,"said  Roth.  According  loexperts 
at  Sheppard  Pratt,  sorhc  people 
experience  both  anorexic  and  bulimic 
symptoms.  Both  disorders  reflect  an 
extreme  preoccupation  with  food  and 
body  image.  Bulimics  often  "starve" 
themselves  before  a binge,  according  to 
experts,  and  anorexics  may  purge  after 
consuming  even  a small  amouni  of  food.

A nice  factor  about  serving  as 
president  from  Griffin's  perspective  Is 
luquickness.  There  could  be  50  cnscs 
m one  day,  said  GrifTin.  “one  after 
another."  The  position  as  president 
rtquiicsa“gcncr^isi,"whohas  to  move 
quickly  and  has  knowledge  about  many 
fields. said GnfTm.  (f there isaqucstion 
m (he  business  section,  one  must  know 
what  IS  “typical"  in  that  area,  he  added. 

Griffin  became  a history  major  at 
Loyola  after  changing  from  math, 
political  science  and  education.  He 
went  on  toobtaxn  both  his  masters  degree 
and  doctorate  from  the  University  of 
Onemnaii. 

Although  many  people,  back  in 
the  l960's.  at  his  graduate  school  had 
never  heard  of  Loyola,  often  mistaking 
It  for  Loyola  of  Chicago,  GrifTin 
considered  hs  research  skills  lo  be  * 
“cxccHcni."  He  added  ihai  he  wa.s 
“second  to  no  one  in  grad  school  by 
coming  out  of  Loyola." 

The  Loyola  of  Griffin’s  day  was 
very  different  from  the  one  today. 
Almost  all  of  the  students  were 
commuters  from  Baltimore,  according 
to  Griffin.  GrifTin,  who  was  boro  in 
Carbondale.  Pennsylvania  near 
Scranton  on  November  20. 1942.  was 
livinginDcntonon Maryland's  Eastern 
Shore  at  the  time  he  decided  to  attend 
Loyola.  He  roomed  in  a private 
residence  in  Govens  until  his  family 
moved  here  his  sophomore  year. 

Griffin's  marriage  after  his 
sophomore  ycarcunailcdhis  ability  to 
pantcipaie  in  aciivmcs  at  Loyola, 
having  to  devote  more  time  to  work  and 
studies.  Hourever.  he  always  had  lime 
to  attend  basketball,  swimming  and 
lacrosse  games. 

The  only  complaint  that  Cnffin 
had  about  ha  time  at  Loyola  was  the 
lack  of  free  elcciives  and  ability  to 
minor  in  a subject,  os  there  were  far 
more  core  requirements  m philosophy 
and  theology  than  are  in  the  current 
coreprogram,  liwasespeciailydifficult 
for  him  to  fit  hts  courses  needed  for 
secondary  education  into  his  schedule 
B a bBtory  major.

Griffinserved 
as  a professor  of  history  for  23  years 
and  his  administrative  positions 
includcdchairpc  rsonofthc  depart  mcni 
of  history,  director  of  the  Division  of 
Social  Science  and  Business 
Administration  for  eight  years,  and 
acting  dean  and  vice-president  of 
Academic  Affairs  for  a year.  Hegave 
direction  to  the  university's  phone-a- 
thon  as  a worker  in  development,  and 
successfully  directed  the  men's  and 
women's  tennis  programs  for  eight 
years. 

From  1981  to  1989.  Griffin 
established  and  adrrunistercd  four  off- 
campus  ccnicrs  at  Upper  Iowa, 
incrcBing  enrollment  from  7S  to  more 
than  800. 

Before  going  to  Limestone,  Griffin 
also  worked  at  the  Union  Institute  as  the 
associate  dean  and  director  of  the 
Cincinnati  Center  for  the  College  of 
Undergraduate  Studies,  The  Union 
Insiiiuic  was  established  in  the  1960’s 
as  the  original  “University  without 
Walls."  said  GrifTin.  It  teaches  only 
adult  students  with  an  average  age  of 
38.  Most  of  these  students  hold  down 
full  or  pan-lime  Jobs  while  they  arc 
taking  classes.  The  institute  works 
mostlythroughaiutorialsystem.  Fony 
percent  of  these  adult  graduates  attend 
graduate  school. 

Griffin  brought  hts  diverse 
experiences  with  him  to  Limestone, 
and  this  “divcfsity  of  experience"  is 
what  he  believes  "will  make  him 
successful  as  a college  presideni." 

Griffin  sawlhckarningcxpcricncc 
that  he  obtained  ai  Loyola  s the  first 
step  in  a career  that  led  him  to  a college 
presidency,  and  looks  forward  to 
reluming  for  his  upcoming  ihmieih 
anniv-cnaiy  to  witness  all  of  the  positive 
changes  and  relive  old  memories  of  his 
alma  mater.

Despite  criticisms  of  their 
performance,  the  Campus  Police  have 
successfully  handled  a number  of  cases 
oflarccny,  vandalism  and  other  violations 
during  the  month  of  October. 
Furthermore,  the  department  has 
completed  courses  and  is  in  the  process 
of  taking  others  to  "improve  their 
cfricicncy."  said  Edmund  Bossic  from 
the  depanmert  of  Public  Safely. 

Bossic  said  that  “all  campus  police 
arc  now  cenined  as  Medical  First 
Respondents,'’ which  makes  thcm“aboul 
Iwosicpsbclowaparamedic."  Keaddcd 
that  these  "very  advanced  first  aid 
training"  classes  were  completed  last 
Friday.  All  supervisors  from  the 
department  of  Public  Safely  arc 
“aitcndingsupervisorylcadcrshipcoufscs 
conducted  by  the  college"  which  will 


continue  until  “Juneor  July  of  next  year." 
said  Bossic.  According  to  Bossic,  both 
the  First  Aid  training  and  the  leadership 
courses  are  "iwo  of  the  primary  ihing-s" 
Campus  Police  planned  for  this  year. 

Despite  thc.se  improvcmcnt.s  within 
the  depanmem  of  Public  Safety,  some 

problems  have dcvclopcdihroughout  the 
semester.  In  the  November  3 edition  of 
The  Greyhound,  sophomore  Jennifer 
Martyr  wrote  a letter  to  the  editor  about 
the  lack  of  security  vans  in  the  Cathedral 
Parking  Lot.  Bossicsaid  that  the  situation 
was  “partially  a misunderstanding  on 
Jennifer's  part  and  partially  a 
misundeisianding  on  our  part."  He  said 
ihalsincc  the  recently  complcicdtraining 
courses  were  held  from6p.m.  to  lOp.m,, 
five  days  a week  for  four  weeks,  the 
“staff  was  spread  prcily  thin." 

Bossic  did  say  that  the  presence  of  a 
security  van  at  Cathedral  doc.s  not  occur

"between  4 p.m.  and  7 a.m.  when  the 
daytime  shuttle  hu.s.se.s  start  to  run."

Bossic  said  that  to  resolve  Murlyn’s 
problem,  Steve  labeling,  director  of 
Public  Safely,  mciwiih"Jcnnircrand  her 
mother."

It\  November  in  Maryland,  and  wmicr  iv  approaching 
with  a vengeance.  The  unseasonably  cold  wcaiher  makes  an 
ovcr*sircsscd  siudenl  prone  to  catch  a cold  or  the  flu.  Unfortu* 
nately.  some  students  will  havcihc  bad  luck  to  get  sick  on  a day 
a lest  IS  scheduled.  Perhaps  the  miKt  unlucky  .students  in  this 
situation  arc  resident  students  with  exams  in  psychology. 

The  psychology  department  ha.s  a department  standard  for 
the  make-up  of  exams.  Any  student  can  make  up  a test,  pro- 
vided he  can  produce  a doctor's  note.  Many  residents  arc  many 
miles  away  from  their  doctors  at  home,  and  as  a result  they 
would  go  to  the  student  health  center  for  care.  However,  the 
psychology  department  will  not  honor  a note  from  the  health 
center.  Tltc  students  who  do  not  provide  doctors'  notes  can  still 
make  up  exams,  but  the  result  is  a deduction  of  a whole  letter 
grade. 

This  policy  ls  well-meaning,  but  flawed.  Sometimes  a 
cold  can  incapacitate  a student  for  a day  or  two.  The  health 
center  should  be  able  to  verify  a student's  claim  that  yes.  in 
fact,  he  IS  sick.  Why  force  him  to  go  find  a local  doctor, 
especially  when  residents  pay  a fee  to  the  health  center  any- 
way? It's  silly  for  residents  not  to  take  advantage  of  this  ser- 
vice. Also,  for  some  residents,  travelling  to  a doctor's  office  is 
impossible  due  to  a lack  of  iran.sportaiion. 

Ultimately,  the  demand  put  on  a student  to  provide  a 
doctor's  note  is  unjustified.  The  penally  of  dropping  a letter 
grade  IS  inappropriate.  A written  excuse  from  the  health  center 
should  be  sufficient  proof  of  a student's  credibility.  The  policy 
as  It  stands  reflects  a lack  of  trust  from  the  faculty  for  the 
students,  and  it  should  be  changed. 

Students  fail  to  voice  opinions 

Recently,  students  at  Loyola  have  been  given  the  opportunity 
to  voice  their  opinions  and  to  suggest  their  ideas  to  create  a 
better  college  community.  The  Student  Government  Association 
has  sponsored  two  town  meetings  open  to  all  students  to  discuss 
issues  such  as  housing,  activism,  and  diversity  on  campus.  Out 
of  an  estimated  3.000  students  who  attend  Loyola,  only  approxi- 
mately 20  students  were  present  for  both  meetings. 

These  numbers  reflect  that  only  one  out  every  1 50  students  at 
Loyola  has  an  micresi  as  to  what  goes  on  around  campus. 

Granted  there  arc  times,  especially  now  with  finals  exam  week 
approaching  us.  that  students  arc  hogged  down  with  tons  of 
uork.  but  that  is  no  excuse  to  miss  the  opportunity  to  change 
certain  situations  at  college. 

Perhaps,  each  suite,  apartment,  team,  and  club  on  campus 
could  route  a roommate  or  member  per  meeting  and  send  that 
rcprcscnutivc  to  the  meeting  w ith  the  idca.s  and  suggestions  of 
which  reflect  the  whole  group.  Since  the  SGA  advcniscs 
throughout  the  campus  their  topics  open  to  discussion  several 
days  in  advarKX.  it  should  not  be  too  hard  for  students  to  derive 
some  thoughts  on  the  subject  matter. 

The  SGA  should  be  congratulated  on  their  attempt  to  interact 
the  student  body  with  the  processes  and  concerns  of  campus  life. 
Howrver.  the  student  body  should  be  criticized  for  their  sense  of 
apathy  and  their  failed  attempt  to  contribute  worthwhile  sugges- 
tions towards  the  improvement  of  Loyola.

Some  walk  up  the  hill  covered 
with  vibranl  fall  foliage  In  the  shade  of 
grand  trees  that  arc  asignof  tradition  and 
stability.  AsiatucofSi.  Ignatius  Loyola 
reminds  siudcnts  of  Jesuit  ideal  to  be 
men  and  women  forothers  through  Icud- 
ershipandscrvicc.  Students  gather  in  the 
quad  between  classes,  chatting,  laugh- 
ing and  looking  around  at  everyone  else. 
A few  students  meet  in  the  social  hub 
and  head  further  up  campus  for  a quick 
bite  at  the  Fast  Break  or  for  a more 
leisurely  lunch  at  the  cafcicria.  Meals 
are  paid  for  with  plastic,  meal  canJs  that 
is.  Funny,  students  still  complain  about 
high  food  prices  though  they  never  see 
the  money.  After  classes  arc  over,  stu- 
dents settle  into  their  rooms  or  a quiet 
nook  of  the  library  to  study,  or  various 
and  sundry  activities.  Students  arc  safe 
in  their  dorms.  Security  guards  patrol 
the  campus,  shuttle  students  from  one 
end  to  the  other^and  back  again,  and  post

Many  residents  of  Baltimore  live  m 
fear  and  unccnainiy  every  day.  They 
walk  through  sections  of  the  city  on 
cracked  sidewalks  littered  with  bnghl- 
colored  trash  and  shattered  crack  vnils 
amongst  dilapidated  row  homes  and  icn- 
ementv.  An  occasional  thicket  of  \vccd.v 
will  hurst  through  the  concrete.  Pcttplc 
gather  together  quite  often  on  street  cor- 
ners near  liquor  Mores  at  night  In  the  cold, 
and  not  many  aresmiling.  McaK  are 
questionable  for  some  residcnLs  of  Balti- 
more. Styrofoam  cups  ore  propped  on 
their  knees  a.s  they  crouch  in  from  of 
buildings  downtown,  heads  down  .md 
hands  out.  The  cups  fill  with  dollars, 
dimes,  and  pennies, ..hopefully.  Other- 
wise they  line  up  at  soup  kitchens.  After 
school,  children  return  to  empty  houses 
in  East  and  South  Baltimore  and  no  one 
cares  If  they  do  their  homework  or  not. 
So  they  gooui  and  play,  but  if  they  arc  in 
the  wrong  place  at  the  wrong  lime  astray 
bullet  shot  by  anangcreddrug dealer  will 
be  lodged  in  their  leg,  back,  or  head 

The  conditions  I dascribed  arc  ex- 
treme. but  true  examples  of  life  for  resi- 
dents of  inner-city  Baltimore.  Though 
many  students  at  Loyola  arc  nol  origi- 
nally from  this  area,  1 feel  ihcy  arc 
obliged  (0  be  self-informed  on  social 
issues  In  Ihis  cily,  especially  since  life  on

Reading  the  newspaper  or  serving 
ihccommuniiyarcihccsscmialfirsisicps 
in  understanding  social  dynamics.

Barbara  Mikulski  worked  as  a so- 
cial worker  before  joining  the  city  and 
ultimately  state  government  as  the  first 
female  Democratic  senator.  Not  forsak- 
ing the  issues  she  dealt  with  on  a tan- 
gible, daily  basis,  Mikulski  plans  to  re- 
form the  medical  and  education  system 
slacking  in  Baltimore. 

In  an  effort  to  reach  out  to 
Baltimore's  troubled  youth,  she  is  cur- 
rently wo  ridngonaprogram  which  would 
accept  a youth's  time  and  community 


service  in  exchange  for  job  training  or 
down-payments  on  homes  of  ihcirown. 
Mikulski  continually  reaches  out  so  as 
not  to  lose  touch,  Keane,  her  campaign 
manager,  explains.  “She  has  a deep 
sense  of  responsibiliiy,  being  the  first 
woman." 

This  responsibility  translates  into  a 
proud  and  painful  legacy  for  future  gen- 
erations of  women.  ''It's  real  impor- 
lanl,"  asserts  Keane,  "Young  ladies  when 
they're  growing  up  see  women  in 
poliiics...and  they  think  it  all  is  pos- 
sible." Describing  the  few  but  strong 
positive  role  models  young  girls  have, 
Kcanccxprcsscsihcncedformore.  "Of 
the  only  role  models  these  girls  have  arc 
Madonna  and  Paula  Abdul,  then  we're 
in  trouble.  They’re  very  seductive,  but 
we  need  to  look  at  more." 

Women  poliitciansoffcrafrcsh  per- 
spective in  a dominating  male,  stale  so- 
ciety. PalMurray.ascnaiorin  Washing- 
ton, jarred  politics  by  runrung  ava  "mom 
in  tennis  shoes”  • and  winning.

female  voters  voice  their  needs,  more 
and  more  female  politicians  arc  aiuwcr- 
ing  ihcircall. 

“The  average  woman  is  very  in- 
volved, " emphasizes  Keane,  "Just  look 
around  and  see  who's  doing  the  work.” 
She  describes  community  organizations 
and  churehes  as  the  main  outlet  and  fa- 
cilitator for  women's  strength  and  politi- 
cal  prowess.  “These  skills  arc  iransfcr- 
rablc,"  she  says,  and  need  to  be  utilized 
on  a grcaicr  level. 

“Women  have  to  learn  Ihcy  can  af- 
fect change  and  have  power,  and  that  this 
power  doesn't  have  to  be  exercised  in  a 
male  way,"  Keane  advises/' Women  can 
have  a real  impact." 

Through  political  and  social  activ- 
ism. women  have  the  opportunity  and 
responsibility  to  make  their  voices  heard. 
As  we  enter  into  a new  age,  Icl  it  not  be 
with  j resounding  (hud.  but  instead  with 
the  dcicrniincd  and  proud  voices  the  fu- 
ture deserves.

grounds  of  realism.  They  proclaim  that  making  this  form  of 
contraceptivravailable  toibcstudent  body  isarealistic  preven- 
tive measure  against  undesired  pregnancy  and  sexually  traits- 
mitlcddiseascs(cspccially  AIDS).  Naturally,  this statemcnlis 
a valid  argument.  Yet.  it  is  refutable  by  the  fact  that  such  an 
aigumcni  is  spawned  by  a defeatist  mentality,  lb  say  that  a 
certain  viewpoint  is  realistic  is  often  nothing  more  thifn  unwill- 
ing resignation  to  existing  conditions. 

"Rcalom”  is  rtot  a stagnant  concept.  Instead  of  distrib- 
uting condoms  just  because  "that’s  the  way  things  arc”,  an 
cffodshouldbc  made  to  improvethc situation- loalTcctancw 
reality.  Pnmanly  for  this  reason,  the  argument  against  the 
disinbution  of  condoms  by  Loyola  College's  health  depan- 
meni  is  the  better  one.  7b  take  this  stand  on  this  issue  is  truly 
the  more  dilTicuU  of  the  two  choices.  It  requires  an  aciivc  role 
in  seeking  change  oncampus.  This  change  must  bring  students 
loanawarcnes  that  the  disadvantages  to  having  sex  at  this  time 
far  outweigh  the  advantages.  1b  simply  say  that  students  arc 
going  to  have  sex  anyway  is  to  take  a passive,  submissive  role 
on  this  issue.  Nciiherihiscollcgc.norsociciyingcncral,  would 
benefit  if  the  easiest,  the  “most  realistic”  path  was  the  one 
always  taken. 

If  this  were  a state  school,  then  there  would  be  no  conflict 
ofintcrcsthciwecnthedistribuiionofcondums  and  the  school's 
moral  standing.  However,  ihLs  is  a Jesuit  college  obligated  to 
uphold  Catholic  traditional  principles,  one  of  which  is  the 
belief  that  sex  should  only  take  place  when  it  is  encompassed 
by  the  sacrament  of  marriage.  It  is  easy  to  say  that  this 
condition  is  just  not  realistic  in  today's  world,  but  wc  must  ask 
ourselves  why  this  is  the  case.  Rsllowing  the  Catholic  tradition 
of  not  engaging  in  sex  outside  of  marriage  is  only  unrealistic 
insofar  as  wc  are  driven  toconformity  by  society.  Our  perspec- 
tives and  actions  should  not  bend  to  fit  the  moral  shortcomings 
of  society. 

This  argument  works  along  the  same  principle  as  Icgal- 
t/mg  drugs.  Society  must  not  siiOe  its  moral  voice  inan  effort 
locurb  a particular  wrongdoing.  Even  though  there  is  achance 
that  leg^t/ing  drugs  would  ameliorate  the  drug  empires' 
prominence  to ancxtem.socieiy  would  have  loshroud  its  belief 
(hat  these  substances  and  their  usage  is  fundamentally  wrong. 
Along  these  same  lines,  Loyola  College  should  not  be  forced  to 
overlook  its  moral  tradiiionof  pre-marilal  abstinence  simply  to 
disinbuic  condoms  in  a half-hearted  alicmpl  to  promote  safe 
vex.  Incidentally,  coniracepiives  can  quite  easily  be  obtained 
from  stores  just  off  campus. 

Yes.  sex  is  a reality  in  the  microcosm  that  is  Loyola 
College.  Asa  maitcrorfaci,  sex  is  enough  a pan  of  college  life 


(hat  this  previois.  sentence  sounds  absurd  in  its  obviousness. 
AIDS,  other  sexually  iransmiuod  diseases,  and  unplanned 
pregnancy  arc  dark  realities  as  well.  It  is  true  that  condoms  arc 
as  much  as  97^  effective  in  prcvcniing  pregnancy  and  moder- 
ately successful  insiopping  the  contraction  ofdiscasc.  Yet.  the 
fact  remains  that  ihcooly  100^  effeciive  approach  to  avoiding 
pregnancy  and  scxu^ly  transnuiied  disease  is  through  absti- 
nence. Once  again,  it  is  very  easy  to  stucker  at  this  statement 
and  denounce  it  as  impractical,  but  is  it  really? 

I ask  nothing  more  from  (he  reader  than  a moment  of 
genuine  consideration  of  this  topic.  Set  aside  your  “coolness” 
and  the  superficial  images  implanted  in  our  minds  by  society 
regarding  sex.  This  article  is  my  view  on  the  topic  of  distrib- 
uting condoms  at  the  college  level.  If  you  arc  in  agreement 
with  my  views,  then  great.  If  not.  then  I at  least  want  your  final 
opinion  to  be  both  aconscious  one  and  your  own.  Abstinence 
isonopiion.  However, ifinthccncLyouchooscanolhcroption, 
just  be  sure  that  ihcchoicchasacuvelycomcfromyou-inthis 
way  the  consequences  will  be  yours  to  deal  with  as  well. 


The  19S0's  were  for  most  people  a new  cm:  an  era  of 
social  consciousness,  of  canng  for  our  Nxlics,  and  most  of  all 
of  AIDS  awareness.  Loyola  College  is  not  a part  of  this  era. 

By  neglecting  to  make  contains  .'tvatluble  on  campus, 
Loyola  hides  behind  a Victorian  veil  of  morality.  The  school 
thinks  that  by  not  having  condoms  oMainabIc  on  campus,  it 
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will  strengthen  the  student  population  ngnlnst  premarital  sex. 
Actually,  iidocs  nothing  but  wcakcnsiudcnisioihepiTMibiliiy 
of  Infection  by  STD's. 

I understand  that  Loyola  is  a Jesuit  insiiiution,  and 
responsible  for  upholding  CTtristtan  v.ilucs,  including  values 
against  prcmanial  sex.  But  the  school  cun  no  longer  pretend 
It  doesn't  happen.  Prcmnnial  sex  dots  happen  and  it  is  not 


going  to  disappc.ir.  NW  have  to  transcend  the  moral  issue  and 
deal  w ith  ihc  health  issue.  Students’  lives  an:  at  nsk.  and  by 
refusing  to  tecivgm/c  the  problem,  Loyola  becomes  part  of  it. 

Sexually  iraavmilicddi»ciise.varc  among  the  mast  com- 
municable discivse-s  in  the  world.  Not  only  nre  must  of  these 
discA.sCMncurnble.huloneivrDlal:  AIDS  This  deadly  disease 
blows  aw  ay  any  argunKnls  .igiimst  condoravon  moral  grounds. 
It  cimms  more  lives  each  year.  People's  llvts  arc  more 
important  than  a schinirs  morals.  Just  between  191W  and 
iwi).  the  number  of  reponed  AIDS  co-ves  among  teenagers 
1 nc reused 06'v.  Many  pcoplcnmicicdwith  AIDS  gel  it  during 
ihcir  icenuge  years.  A siaiUtlc  closer  to  our  Loyola  home  Is 
Washington  D.C..  where  one  in  ten  teenagers  is  HIV  positive. 
The  ohvious  aaswer  is  uhsiincnce,  which  ihi.s  schixil  pro- 
motes. Bui  should  those  who  choose  not  to  follow  this  uUvicc 
go  without  proiccilon'.’ 

The  Loyolu  Center  lor  Health  says  "no,"  but  doc.s  noi 
buck  up  iLs  words  with  uciiohs.  Tltc  center  promoits  condom 
use  but  does  not  have  the conirnccpiivcsrorsiudenis.  An  array 
of  pamphlets  on  STD's,  condonv,  and  AIDS  liicfs  litter  the 
waiting  room  tables.  There,  students  cun  read  upon  a variety 
of  cuniraccptivcs  but  cannot  obtain  the  lirc-xaving  dcvicc.s. 
Jeanne  Lombardi,  director  of  the  center  and  AIDS  activist, 
strongly  advocates  ihcir  use  and  believes  It  would  be  ub.surd  to 
say  she  diKs  not  endorse  them. 

Condoms  arc  available  at  nearby  Urugsiorc-s,  including 
the  Royal  Farmsiorcon  Cold  Spring  Lane.  But  is  this  enough? 
Students  would  naiurally  feel  emharr:Lv.ed  at  heingeaughi  by 
cIiLssmatcs  standing  In  line  with  a bug  of  nachos  and  a box  of 
Thojuas.  While  siudcniv  who  feel  mature  enough  enough  lo 
have  sex  should  also  be  mature  about  purchasing  pmteciion, 
not  all  arc.  Use  of  protccliun  should  not  slip  because  of  this. 
While  there  muy  never  be  a place  for  coniraecpilves  in  the 
school  store,  they  should  be  available  .somewhere  on  campus 
for  those  who  want  or  need  them.  Perhaps  if  condoms  were 
sold  in  a mure  conndcnilul  selling  like  the  campus  health 
center  or  in  the  hiithmuras,  they  would  he  used  more  often. 

tnaspceiriesurvcyorLoyoluCollcgccampus  last  year, 
most  of  the  students  polled  were  concerned  with  gening  the 
AIDS  disease  and  some  fell  they  hud  been  at  risk  In  Ihc  past 
year.  All  agreed  that  condonu  were  Ihc  most  crfcollvc 
measure  in  the  prevention  of  AIDS  yet  they  were  not  iitwnyN 
used. 

I am  not  a proponent  of  premarital  sex,  nor  would  the 
sehoul  he  if  it  made  condoms  available.  Mo.st  college  cam- 
puses do  provide  protection  lor  ihcirsiudcnis.  Rcccnily,  there 
was  an  incident  on  campus  ufu  man  pulllngii  gun  una  Loyola 
student.  Campus  security  responded  by  stepping  up  measures 
to  keep  the  man  awny.  Yet,  nnnlhcrihfcat  nncampuxremnins. 
It  is  equally  as  dangerous,  yet  allowed  to  go  udhinderdd.  In  a 
hypoihcitcalcase.  inhere  was  unouibrcakofihc  common  cold 
on  campus.Loyolu  would  not  fail  to  provide  the  xiudcnu  with 
aspirin.  Nor  would  the  school  refuse  it  lu  those  who  went  oul 
in  the  snow  or  rain  without  wearing  coals.  The  school  cannot 
punish  the  "bod"  people.  Loyola  should  stop  promoting 
condoms  and  start  providing  them.

So  far,  the  Oimon  administration 
team  has  refused  to  speculate  about  the 
people  he  would  put  inlo  senior  jobs,  but 
the  diversity  of  the  transition  team  is  a 
posilivcsign  that  the  Presidcnl-clcct  plans 
to  follow  out  his  promiseofdivcisity.  So 
while  no  definite  people  have  been 
named,  a pool  of  talented  minorities  and 
women  from  which  Oimon  is  likely  to 
pick  from  has  been  organized.  The 
women  include:  Alice  Rivlin,  former 
head  of  the  Congressional  Budget  Of- 
fice; and  Madeleine  AIbnght.  a profes- 
sor of  imcmaiional  relations  who  was 
foreign  policy  advisor  in  the  Carter  ad- 
minisiraiion. 

Minority  men  mcmioned  most  fre- 
quently for  top  jobs  include  Ronald  H. 
Brown  of  the  Democratic  National  Com- 
miiiee;  and  former  Rep.  William  H.  Gray 
3d  of  f^nnsylvania. 

This  year’s  election  also  brought 
tigmficanichangcoflCapiiolHill.  When 
the  Congress  meets  next  year,  it  will  be 
the  most  diverse  assembly  in  history. 
The  Congreu  will  have  39  black  mem- 
bers. compared  with  25  now;  and  17 
Hispanics.  compared  with  10. 

Congress  has  broken  many  bamcn 
witbiheclecuonofihe  first  black  woman 
ever  elected  lo  the  Senate;  and  the  first 
American  Indian  elected  to  the  Senate  in 
more  than  60  ycare.  Ben  Nighihorse 
Campbell. 

In  the  Year  of  the  W-mien,  the 
women  of  1992  proved  to  be  ji»t  that. 
They  increased  ibeu  present  member- 


ship in  the  House  from  2S  to  47.  A 
record  was  also  broken  with  the  election 
of6  female  scnaiois.  (he  liirgc-si  number 
In  history. 

The  results  of  the  1992  election 
promise  a more  open-minded  govern- 
ment due  10  this  long-time  needed  pledge 


of  diversity.  Now.  with  the  more  diverse 
membership  in  our  government,  wc  can 
hopefully  lixik  iorwardlomorc  unpreju- 
diced policies  and  dcclHiom.  The  next 
admlnl-siratlon  will  bring  with  it  u new 
commitmcni  of  equality  and  governmen- 
tal activism.

grasp  on  her  artistic  style  and  subject 
matter.  Thoughshc  now  resides  in  Wash- 
ington, Oilaway's  waicrcolor  paintings 
arcfarfromthcciiy.Thcy  capiuremoun- 
lains,  rocky  shores, and  lushireesihfough 

a variety  of  techniques.  One  painting 
shows  trees  almost  melting  into  one  an- 
other on  the  hillside  by  using  watery, 
undefinedstrokes.  Another  employs  the 
delicate  Japanese  style  of  watcrcolor; 
much  of  the  paper  is  left  a pristine  white 
and  a few  dashes,  lines,  and  washes  form 
a waterfall.  My  personal  favorite, looked 
like  a body  of  water  during  a summer 
shower.  Dark,  bluesy  clouds  hang  omi- 
nously over  the  lake,  but  the  sun  still 
manages  to  break  through  in  the  rays  of 
yellow  that  rim  the  cioudv. 

By  far  the  most  complex  pieces  arc 
those  of  Columbia-based  artist  Rlicta 
Bclair-Rigdon.  Her  collages  combine  a 
rich  range  of  maicriab  and  the  effect  is 
romantic,  almost  gothic.  She  uses  wax. 
fiK  clay,  oil  pasicLs.  grease  pencils,  and 
bronze  powder  to  develop  deep,  murky 
backgrounds.  But.  in  the  foregrounds  arc 
snippeisofwallpaper.  tiny  reproductions 
of  classical  paintings  and  books  pages. 
Each  piece  has  a diffcreni  theme.  One 
has  a groupof  little  girb,  hummingbirds, 
and  an  alabaster-skinned  woman  slink- 
ily  clad  tn  a long  black  dress.  Could  this 
symbolize  the  Krvous,  delicately -com- 
plex transition  into  womanhood?  An- 
other. has  a page  from  a book  entitled 
ALMOST  embedded  in  the  ecmcr.  Im- 
ages of  Adam  and  Eve,  Chiui,  faces, 
cberubs.  buds,  and  baiiei  dancers  swirl 
around  iK  text.  Perhaps,  this  is  man’s 
coQStantstn^gle  w ith  nionality  and  faith. 
Most  of  Bclair-Rigdon's  works  arc  am- 
biguous io  iteir  meaning,  but  that  is  part 
ofiheenjoymcm  in  vicwiDgibem-  trying 
to  figure  them  out.

The  mind  is  a pnson.  Ifciuiessce 
Viliam's  kooft’  ilui.  His  poetic  elegy. 
*nTie  Glass  Mcnagenc"  examines  ihe 
different  ways  the  mind  can  trap  us, 
wheihent  be  through  tnemones,  dreams, 
orstifled  creativity. 

The  Evergreen  Players  production 
of  thisemotionaily  tragic  play  premiered 
on  Thursday  night  at  McManus  Theater 
and  It  should  be  said  up  front  that  the 
superb  performances  and  eerie  set  de- 
sign ensnared  the  audience  iniothestory, 
as  well.  "The  play  is  a memory.  Being  a 
memory  play,  it  is  dimly  lighted,  it  is 
sentimental,  it  is  not  realistic,’'  said  di- 
recior  James  E.  Dockery. 

The  story  revolves  around  the 
Wingfield  family  comprised  of  “The 
hioihcr,’'  Amanda  played  by  Shannon 
Archan.  “Her  Son"  Tbm  portrayed  by 
Sean  Patrick  Foley  and  Janice  C.C. 
Lepore,  “Her  Daughter”  Laura.  The  fa- 
ther IS  also  a character,  but  is  not  physi- 
cally present. 

The  three  of  them  live  in  a modest, 
but  dignified  apartment  in  St.  Louis,  MO. 
Ibm  works  at  factory  to  suppon  his 
mother  and  sister,  because  his  father,  a 
formercmployeeofihc  telephone  com- 
pany, abandoned  the  family  17  years 
before,  because  of  his  love  of  “long  dis- 
tance." However,  it  docs  not  lake  long  to 
undcisiand  why,  when  the  audience  is 
introduced  to  the  perfcciionistic  behav- 
ior of  The  Mother. 

Originally  from  the  South,  The 
Mother  constantly  reminisces  about  her 
life  in  Blue  Mountain,  Thnncsscc.  As  a 
young  woman  she  thrived  on  the  alien- 
lion  and  devotion  of  many  men  and  was 
wcll-rcspccicd  and  admired.  Her  idcal- 
ismhasnol  dissipatcd,ihough  her  dreams 


of  marrying  a planter's  son  have  been 
destroyed.  Each  day  we  see  her  tell  and 
retell  the  stories  of  her  youth  when  she 
was  happy.  Her  obsession  with  the  past 
afTccts  her  relationships  with  her  chil- 
dren. in  that  she  desperately  tries  to 
maintain  the  formality  and  dignity  of  the 
Southern  culture.  Her  beliefs  and  values 
have  no  value  in  reality  and  this  is  made 
apparent  in  the  way  she  tries  to  force  her 
children  into  the  same  mold. 

Ibm  responds  with  a slow-burning 
resentment.  His  dreams  of  bcinga  writer 
arc  smothered  by  his  mother’s  constant 
nagging  and  pressure  losuppori  hlssistcr 
and  herself.  He  spends  his  lime  dreaming 
about  faraway  places  and  adventures, 
and  his  only  means  for  escape  is  the 
movies  and  whiskey.  Ibm  also  serves  as 


the  narralorofthc  play,  inters  pcising  the 
actionsccncswithphilosophical  insights 
and  rencciion.s.  We  get  a. sense  of  Tbm's 
profound  talent  here  as  a wordsmiih, 
then  understand  why  his  daily  existence 
is  so  torturous.  Tbm  desperately  yearns 
for  escape,  but  is  bound  by  guilt  from  his 
mother  and  love  for  his  sister,  "My  life  is 
a nailed  up  comn,"  he  says,  "Whoever 
got  out  of  one  without  removing  one 
nail?" 

Tbm's  love  fur  his  older  sister  is  a 
combination  of  compassion  and  pity. 
Laura  was  afnicicd  with  plcurosis  at  a 
young  ageand  it  crippled  her  leaving  her 
with  a slight  limp.  Her  sclf-conscious- 
ncss  about  her  physical  defect  emotion- 
ally crippled  her  more  severely.  She  is  a 
meek,  small-voiced  woman  who  oceu- 


picshcriimc  polishing  her  glass  animals, 
her  favorite  being  a unicorn.  Her  at- 
tempts at  relollngwithothcis  fall  andshc 
feels  threatened  by  everyone,  evident  in 
her  shaking  hands,  upset  stomach,  and 

sircamofapologics.Shc  turns  then  to  her 

glass  menagerie  forsolacc.  she  can  hold 
them  up  to  the  light  and  see  right  through 
ihcm.Thcy  arc  iranspaivnl.  unlike  people. 

The  later  appearance  of  the  fourth 
character,  "The  Gcnilcmun  Caller,"  Jim 
played  by  Patrick  John  Kccicy,  reveals 
the  dreamworld  the  family  lives  in.  Jim  is 
the  only  realistic  character.  He  faces  the 
world  head  on,  even  tries  to  slay  one  step 
ahead  of  It. 

The  performances  arc  convincing, 
in  that  they  depict  eccentricities  so  well, 
they  makconc  feel  uncomfortable.  Col- 


lege of  Noire  Dame  junior.  Shannon 
Arehart  portraj-sthc  neurotic,  disillusioned 
mother  wonderfully.  Her  realistic  South- 
ern accent,  spiistic  gestures,  iinddramut  ic 
facial  e.xpres.sions  round  her  out  as  n be- 
lievable character.  A ci^uplc  next  to  me 
Cisuldn't  contain  thcrasclve*  and  whis- 
pered Ounng  the  play,  "She  L\  GOOD." 

Loyola  Junior  Scan  Painck  B>tcy’s 
performance  us  Tbm  wu\  truly  amn/ing. 
His  frustration  was  undcrsiiHxl  by  the 
audience,  to  the  point  that  I Icli  like  slap- 
ping the  mother.  Riley  was  well-suited 
for  this  nMc.  His  sneen  and  ominous 
presence,  almasi  to  be  innate  personal 
qualities.  His  emolioas  ranged  boyish 
wondcrmcni  and  curiosity  to  a uncontrol- 
lable rage  lodespcraiionundovcrw  helm- 
ing regret.  All  were  engaging,  yet  not 
overdone.  It  should  also,  he  mcniinned 
that  there  was  an  obvious  chemistry  be- 
tween Arehart  and  Foley,  In  that  ihclr 
performances  cstuld  not  have  been  com- 
plete without  the  support  of  the  other. 

FrtshmunJuniccC.C.  Lepore  played 
Laura  with  a sensitivity  and  undcisiand- 
ing.  Her  thin  voice,  distorted  frowns  ui 
awkward  situations,  us  well  as  peaceful 
smilcswhcnga/ingupintoii  glass  animal 
or  into  “Tlic  Gcnilcmun  Culler’s”  eyes 
revealed  more  than  just  mcmorl/alion  of 
lines,  but  thought  and  compassion.

Unfortunate  troubles  plaque 
men's  basketball  squad

Loyola's  1992  Basketball  season 
experienced  an  unexpected  and  un- 
fortunate twist  this  past  week  when 
two  players  were  suspended  for  the 
season.  Despite  wide  spread  rumors 
around  campus,  the  two  players,  jun- 
ior Michael  ReesefWashington,  D.C.) 
and  sophomore  Chad  Anderson 
(Woodbridge,  Va.)  were  involoved 
in  two  separate  incidents. 

Reese,  the  Greyhounds  top  re- 
turning scorer  and  reboundec  was 
involved  in  a dispute  and  altercation 
with  a UMBC  student  believed  to  be 
an  ex-girlfriend  on  the  UMBC  cam- 
pus. Charges  were  filed  with  the 
Baltimore  police.  Loyola  is  conduct- 
ing its  ovs'n  investigation  as  it  awaits 
to  hear  the  outcome  of  the  case. 

Anderson,  a sophomore  who 
saw  little  action  last  season  but  was 
expected  to  make  a larger  contribu- 
tion this  year  as  a 6'6  guard,  was 
involved  in  an  incident  on  campus 
involving  another  Loyola  student 
On  Tuesday,  a Baltimore  sports  re- 
porter phoned  Anderson's  home  to 


find  out  information  on  the  incident, 
only  to  find  out  that  the  player's 
mother  knew  nothing  about  it.  It  is 
believed  to  be  a serious  matter  there 
is  a Loyola  investigation  pending. 
No  official  charges  have  been  filed. 

Both  players  were  advised  to  go 
home  for  the  remainder  of  the  week. 
Loyola  should  have  an  official  an- 
nouncement on  the  final  status  of  the 
two  players  early  this  week.  It  has 
been  suggested  that  it  is  doubtful 
that  the  two  players  vrill  be  rein- 
stated. Loyola'scoach  Tom  Schneider 
could  only  say  that  “If  we  find  out 
that  we'll  be  without  Mike  and  Chad 
we'Ilhavetoadapt  to  the  situation  a.s 
if  a player  has  gone  out  with  an  in- 
jury.' 


As  men's  soccer  has  already 
finished  its  season,  some  points 
should  not  be  left  unnoticed. 

Loyola  was  in  the  "Others  Re- 
ceiving Votes"  category  in  the  fi- 
nal ISAA  Collegiate  Soccer  fttll. 
Four  other  South  Atlantic  Region 
teams  finished  in  the  Top  25:  num- 
ber one  Virginia,  tenth-ranked 
James  Madison,  number  12  Will- 
iam and  Amry,  and  George  Ma- 
son, which  finished  in  a three-way 
tie  for  the  25th  spot.  The  Grey- 
hounds finished  fifth  in  the  South 
Atlantic  Region  rankings. 

Senior  Shawn  Boehmeke, 
Vince  Moskunas,  and  reserve 
goalkeeper  David  Lord  helped  the 
Greyhounds  to  a cumulative 
record  of  56-19-11  during  their 
four  years  at  Loyola. 

Boehmeke's  shutout  break- 
down was  1989-scven,  1990-11, 
1991  - 11.  and  1992-13. 

Loyola's  1 6 victories  were  the 
most  since  the  1 990  team  finished 
16-2-5,  and  the  fourth-highest 
single-season  total  in  Bill  Senio's 
13  years  at  the  helm. 


Despitethe  impressive  record, 
which  included  victories  over  three 
nationally-ranked  team,  Loyola 
failed  to  qualify  for  the  28-team 
NCAA  Tbumament.  Three  South 
Atlantic  Region  schools  earned 
automatic  bids;  Atlantic  Coast 
Conference  champion  Virginia, 
Colonial  Athletic  Association 
kingpin  James  Madison,  and  At- 
lantic Ten  lillist  West  Virginia. 
William  and  Mary,  the  CAA 
nmnerup,  received  an  at-large  in- 
vitation. 

'Their  recent  MAAC  Champi- 
onship victory  pul  Loyola  in  the 
books  as  the  first  team  in  the  Metro 
Atlantic  Athletic  Conference  his- 
tory to  win  four  consecutive  soc- 
cer titles.
